CHAPTER  L 

By  Capt.  J.  D.  McKEOWN  (M.C.). 

FIRST  DAYS. 

The  Canadians  in  France  wanted  4.5-inch  Howitzers, 
and  wanted  them  quickly,  was  the  word  which  reached 
the  Canadian  Artillery  Reserve  Depot  at  Shorncliffe, 
where  several  hundred  officers  and  men  were  eagerly 
awaiting  their  turns  to  participate  in  the  free  fight  going 
on  across  the  Channel. 

Almost  simultaneously  it  was  made  known  that  a 
Brigade  of  Howitzers,  consisting  of  three  Batteries  and 
an  Ammunition  Column,  would  be  formed  at  the  Depot 
and  proceed  to  France  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col. 
W.  B.  M.  King,  D.S.O.,  who  had  already  had  dis- 
tinguished service  in  France,  and  been  wounded  while 
in  command  of  the  10th  Battery,  C.F.A. 

So,  on  September  17th,  1915,  the  officers  and  men 
who  had  been  nominated  to  form  the  23rd  Battery 
C.F.A.  fell  in  and  marched  to  Otterpool  Camp,  where, 
as  part  of  the  6th  Brigade,  C.F.A.  (Howitzers),  they 
started  the  intensive  training  so  necessary  to  turn  a 
batch  of  men  into  a  well  organised  unit,  each  department 
equally  efficient  in  the  performance  of  its  special  duties. 

Work  was  the  order  of  the  day.  Horses,  howitzers, 
signalling  and  other  equipment  soon  arrived,  and  groom- 
ing, breaking-in  of  horses,  driving  drill,  riding,  gun- 
laying,  signalling  and  other  forms  of  training  kept  all 
ranks  busy  from  dawn  till  dark. 

On  one  occasion  a  particularly  frisky  pair  of  horses 
was  finally,  with  the  assistance  of  the  greater  part  of 
the  Battery,  hooked  into  an  ammunition  wagon,  where- 
upon "  Shorty  99  O'Dell  mounted.  The  horses  at  once 
took  charge  and  electrified  the  spectators  by  dashing 
through  the  camp  at  a  headlong  gallop,  between  tents 
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and  wagons,  until  finally  "  Shorty  99  jumped  to  the 
ground,  and,  maintaining  his  hold  upon  the  reins, 
brought  them  to  a  standstill. 

The  other  exciting  and,  to  say  the  least,  disturbing 
incident  of  our  stay  at  Otterpool,  occurred  on  October 
13th,  when  a  passing  Zeppelin,  no  doubt  attracted  by 
neat  rows  of  well-lighted  Bell-tents,  dropped  several 
bombs  on  the  camp. 

The  23rd  Battery  was  more  fortunate  than  some  other 
Batteries,  and  suffered  no  casualties,  although  after- 
wards everyone  was  quite  willing  to  swear  that  each  par- 
ticular bomb,  wThile  in  the  air,  was  coming  straight  for 
his  particular  head.  And  in  those  days  no  one  had  a 
steel  helmet. 

In  November  the  rain  came,  flooding  out  tents  and 
horse-lines,  and  the  rains  were  followed  by  heavy  falls  of 
snow  and  exceedingly  cold  weather. 

Life  in  a  Bell-tent  being  anything  but  cheerful  under 
such  conditions,  great  was  the  joy  of  all  ranks  when  on 
November  17th  the  Battery,  with  the  rest  of  the 
Brigade,  marched,  or  rather  slid,  along  ice-covered  roads 
to  St.  Martin's  Plains,  where  the  men  lived  in  huts,  and 
the  horses  had  stables. 


FIRING  PRACTICE. 
Training  was  continued,  and  by  Christmas  most  of  the 
personnel  in  the  Battery  were  quite  confident  that  the 
gunners  could  lay,  the  drivers  drive,  and  the  signallers 
sig. 

The  military  authorities,  hoping  this  to  be  the  case, 
sent  the  Battery  by  train  on  December  26th  to  Salisbury 
Plain  to  see  how  much  alteration  could  be  made  to  the 
landscape  with  a  few  live  rounds. 

The  Battery  did  good  shooting  on  two  successive  days, 
and  on  the  last  target  engaged — a  house — six  direct  hits 
were  obtained  in  succession,  all  guns  of  the  Battery  be- 
ing given  the  necessary  corrections,  and  firing,  after  one 
gun  only  had  been  ranged  on  the  target. 
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AT  LAST. 

Returning  to  St.  Martin's  Plains,  the  battery  prepared 
to  leave  for  France.  Entraining  at  Westenhanger  on 
January  16th,  1916,  Southampton  was  reached  on  the 
17th,  and  embarkation  successfully  accomplished. 
Le  Havre  saw  the  disembarkation  of  the  battery  on  the 
18th,  and  from  the  docks  a  march  was  made  to  a  rest 
camp  close  by  where  two  or  three  days  were  spent. 

Another  train  journey,  this  time  in  the  direction  of 
the  front  line,  brought  the  battery  within  sight  of  gun- 
flashes,  which  occasionally  lit  up  the  sky  for  an  instant 
in  the  distance. 

After  detraining  at  Bailleul,  a  march  of  some  miles 
brought  a  pretty  tired  battery  close  to  Caestre,  where 
everyone  was  delighted  to  find  that  someone  else, 
through  error,  had  occupied  our  billets. 

A  diligent  search,  however,  found  sufficient  accommo- 
dation in  the  farm  of  M*  Leon  Ricour,  and  by  dawn 
everyone  was  able  to  turn  in  for  a  much  needed  sleep. 

It  was  announced  that  two  weeks  would  be  spent  in 
this  area,  during  which  time  a  chosen  few  would  go  to 
the  battery  in  action,  which  it  was  intended  the  23rd 
would  ultimately  relieve,  while  the  remainder  carried  out 
a  little  extra  training. 

The  chosen  few  went  forward  according  to  plan,  and 
after  several  days  returned,  having  sustained  no 
casualties,  and  having  seen  at  least  ?.  dozen  shell-holes, 
while  some  actually  claimed  to  have  seen  a  shell  burst. 

They  were  accordingly  at  once  acclaimed  as  tried  vete- 
rans by  those  who  had  not  seen  any  service  in  France, 
for,  it  might  be  mentioned  here,  the  battery  was  very 
fortunate  in  having,  from  the  beginning,  a  proportion  of 
officers  and  men  who  had  seen  service  in  France,  and, 
having  been  wounded,  were  evacuated  to  England,  where, 
on  recovery,  they  were  posted  to  the  Artillery  Reserve 
Depot,  and  many  of  them  included  in  the  howitzer 
brigade.  The  battery  accordingly  profited  much  by  the 
experience  of  these  men. 
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HILL  63. 

On  February  3rd  and  4th  the  23rd  Battery  went  into 
action  for  the  first  time,  relieving  the  458th  Battery,  in 
a  fairly  comfortable  position  behind  Hill  63,  opposite 
Messines. 

It  being  winter,  and  the  front  quiet,  the  position  was, 
in  many  respects,  an  ideal  one  in  which  to  shake  down 
and  become  accustomed  to  life  in  the  firing  line. 

Some  of  the  signallers  told  of  thrilling  experiences  on 
line  work  between  the  battery  and  the  O.P.,  but  in  this 
position  the  only  casualties  were  caused  by  one  of  our 
own  shells  bursting  just  after  it  had  left  the  muzzle  of 
the  gun,  and  wounding  three  gunners. 

At  the  wagon-lines  the  drivers  hauled  a  little  ammuni- 
tion, exercised  the  horses,  and  attempted  to  burnish  steel 
amidst  a  sea  of  mud,  for  material  was  still  scarce  in  the 
country,  and  the  luxurious  quarters  and  covered  horse- 
standings  of  a  later  period  were  more  or  less  unknown. 


ST.  ELOI. 

On  March  the  9th  the  battery  moved  north  and  relieved 
the  18th  R.F.A.  Brigade's  Howitzer  Battery  in  a  position 
not  far  from  Suicide  Corner  at  Vierstraat,  with  wagon- 
lines  at  Westoutre. 

The  first  casualties  occurred  from  enemy  shell-fire  when 
a  shell  landed  under  the  mess-cart  as  "  Big  Billy  99  was 
hauling  it  along,  filled  with  the  rations  for  the  gun- 
position. 

Although  badly  wounded  "  Billy  "  trotted  on  to  the 
gun-position,  where  he  immediately  fell  dead.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  two  occupants  of  the  mess-cart  were  both 
killed. 

On  March  28th  the  battery  fired  in  the  St.  Eloi  show, 
expending  1100  rounds  with  its  four  guns  during  the  day, 
quite  a  creditable  performance  in  the  estimation  of  the 
gunners  concerned. 
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The  Bosche  appeared  to  be  particularly  annoyed  when 
the  five  mines  went  up  underneath  him,  absolutely  with- 
out warning,  so  he  massed  many  5.9-in.  howitzers  on  his 
side  of  the  line,  and  proceeded  to  take  on  the  batteries 
in  turn. 

The  net  result  of  his  shoot  on  the  23rd  Battery  was  one 
gun-pit  hit  and  set  on  fire,  the  ammunition  exploding 
and  changing  to  a  considerable  extent  the  aspect  of  the 
interior. 

Driver  O'Leary  was  unfortunate  enough  to  be  in  the 
pit  when  it  was  hit,  and  was  severely  burned. 

Another  of  our  own  shells  bursting  at  the  muzzle 
while  in  this  position,  badly  wounded  Gunner  A.  K. 
MacDonald,  one  of  the  four  MacDonalds  in  the  battery 
at  that  time,  the  establishment  of  MacDonalds  being  four. 


YPRES. 

On  April  13th  another  move  brought  the  battery  into 
position  at  Moated  Farm,  reputed  to  be  a  hot  corner,  just 
south  of  Ypres.  The  battery  had  a  well-concealed 
position  in  the  side  of  a  dried-up  moat,  large  trees  screen- 
ing the  position  from  overhead  observation. 

The  position  was  not  shelled  to  any  extent,  and  no 
casualties  occurred  at  the  guns. 

The  front  covered  from  this  position  extended  several 
hundred  yards  north  and  south  of  the  famous  "  Bluff.'5 

While  in  this  position  a  change  in  the  formation  of  a 
field  artillery  brigade  resulted  in  the  breaking-up  of  the 
6th  Brigade  C.F.A.  ars  a  howitzer  brigade.  The  23rd 
Battery  was  transferred  from  the  6th  Brigade,  G.F.A.,  to 
the  5th  Brigade,  C.F.A. ,  in  place  of  the  I9th  Battery. 
The  new  brigade  thus  consisting  of  three  18-pdr.  batteries 
and  one  4. 5 -in.  howitzer  battery. 

Extreme  regret  was  caused  by  the  death  in  action  of 
Sergeant  Shier,  who,  with  Driver  James,  was  killed  while 
bringing  ammunition  up  to  the  gun  position.  Gunner 
Coombs  also  died  from  wounds  received  at  the  O.P. 
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On  June  2nd  the  Bosche  staged  his  big  attack  result- 
ing in  the  capture  of  Observatory  Ridge.  On  June  13th, 
after  careful  registration  the  previous  day,  the  battery 
fired  in  the  show  which  resulted  in  the  recapture  of  all 
the  ground  lost. 

On  June  28th,  when  the  Bosche  blew  up  his  mine  under 
the  "  Bluff,"  the  battery  helped  in  repelling  what  might 
have  been,  but  for  the  quick  action  of  the  artillery,  a  very 
successful  minor  operation  on  the  part  of  the  Bosche. 


KEMMEL. 

Another  move  on  July  29th  brought  the  battery  into 
action  close  to  Kemmel  village,  a  quiet  part  of  the  front,, 
where  the  chief  excitement  was  shooting  up  objectionable 
German  trench  mortars. 

While  in  the  two  last  mentioned  positions  the  wagon- 
line  personnel  lived  in  luxurious  quarters  close  to  Ouder- 
dom,  and  when  the  G.O.C.  of  the  Division  spoke  favour- 
ably of  the  billets  and  covered  horse-standings,  he  did 
not  ask  where  the  material  came  from.  (See  Sgt.  Hamm.) 


THE  SOMME. 

In  the  meantime  raged  the  great  battle  of  the  Somme,. 
and  when  the  battery  moved  back  to  the  wagon-lines  and 
was  told  to  "  clear  the  decks  for  action,"  or,  in  other 
words,  "  reduce  to  one  blanket  per  man,"  Sgt.  Button, 
better  known  as  "  Tubby,"  Bdr.  Scott,  and  some  other 
noted  prophets,  hinted  darkly  that  the  Somme  was  our 
objective.  England,  the  South  of  France,  and  Egypt 
were  also  favourite  bets. 

One  bright  day  in  August  the  battery  marched  away 
from  the  wagon-lines,  and  on  the  following  day  reached 
billets  at  Polincove,  where  a  week  was  spent  and  a  little 
training  in  open  warfare  indulged  in. 

Then  came  the  order  to  entrain,  so  the  battery  obeyed 
orders,   and    after    a    day's   journey    without  special 
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incident,  detrained  at  Auxi-le-Chateau,  which  place,  as 
far  as  anyone  could  tell  from  the  seemingly  aimless 
wanderings  of  the  train,  might  be  anywhere  in  Europe. 

During  the  march  to  billets  it  gradually  dawned  on  the 
battery  that  the  sustained  roar  in  the  distance  was 
possibly  caused  by  the  noise  of  many  guns  being  fired, 
this  conclusion  being  finally  justified  by  the  action  of 
Bdr.  Scott,  who  bought  a  map  while  passing  through  a 
village  and  discovered  that  we  were  about  thirty  miles 
behind  Albert. 

The  battery  remained  two  days  in  the  first  billets  occu- 
pied, and  then  moved  into  action,  occupying  a  position  in 
Sausage  Valley,  September  9th,  reputed  to  be  the  most 
shelled  position  in  the  area,  and  the  number  of  8-in.  shell- 
holes  round  about  rather  supported  the  theory. 

From  this  position  the  battery  fired  in  the  show  which 
resulted  in  the  taking  of  Courcelette,  and  then  moved  to 
a  position  in  front  of  Contaimaison,  screened  from  enemy 
view  by  the  Pozieres  Ridge. 

On  three  successive  days  the  battery  fired  1,000  rounds 
per  day  into  Zollern  Trench,  with  direct  observation  from 
the  Ridge,  after  which  the  infantry  experienced  no  diffi- 
culty in  taking  the  trench. 

A  third  move  found  the  battery  in  action  just  in  front 
of  Pozieres,  where  considerable  shelling  was  experienced 
and  some  casualties  caused.  Here  also  the  battery 
experienced  the  first  serious  gas  shelling. 

Regina  and  Desire  Trenches  were  taken  while  the 
battery  remained  here,  participating  in  both  shows  after 
having  done  a  considerable  amount  of  wire  cutting. 

A  projected  move  forward  was  not  undertaken,  particu- 
larly as  the  weather  became  very  wet,  making  the  diffi- 
culties of  further  advance  almost  unsurmountable. 

Therefore  few  protests  were  heard  when  the  battery 
handed  over  its  Hows,  in  action  to  a  relieving  battery 9 
and  took  over  in  exchange  four  new  Hows. 

In  the  early  hours  of  November  28th  the  battery  waded 
through  the  deep  mud  between  the  lines  and  the  Albert- 
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Bapaume  Road,  and  began  a  trek  northwards  to  a  much 
happier  clime. 

Tne  difficulties  and  hardships  met  with  and  overcome 
in  the  Somme  Battle  went  a  long  way  towards  preparing 
the  battery  for  anything  and  everything  that  might  be 
met  with  in  the  future. 

Casualties  were  not  unduly  severe,  and  included  the 
names  of  : — 


Lieut.  Armitage,  R.S.,  wounded. 
Sgt.  Congdon,  D.  R.,  wounded. 
Sgt.  Rudge,  W.  (M.M.),  gassed. 
Bdr.  Scott,  wounded. 
Bdr.  Stubbs,  wounded. 
Gnr.  Dudley,  wounded. 
Gnr.  Ramsay,  wounded.  t 


"  Luxurious  99  is  the  only  word  which  accurately 
describes  the  position  into  which  the  battery  came  into 
action  after  its  march  from  the  Somme,  which  march  was 
accomplished  without  incident. 

With  a  peace-time  front,  model  gun-pits  in  which  to 
work,  and  comfortable  living  quarters,  Christmas  and 
New  Years  were  passed  in  a  very  happy  manner  at 
Aix  Noulette.  The  wagon-lines  in  the  village  of  Hersin, 
in  their  turn,  presented  a  marked  contrast  to  the  sea  of 
mud  which  had  just  been  left. 


On  January  24th,  1917,  the  battery  marched  out  to 
rest  billets  at  Amettes,  where  nearly  a  month  was  spent 
in  playing  football  and  burnishing  steel  and  head-chains. 


Gnr.  Gaunt,  wounded.

GUN-PITS  DE  LUXE. 


AMETTES, 
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VIMY. 

February  15th  again  found  the  battery  on  the  move  in 
the  direction  of  the  front  line,  and  this  time  the  position 
was  in  front  of  Vimy  Ridge,  rumours  for  the  taking  of 
which  soon  filled  the  air. 

These  rumours  developed  into  a  certainty  when  the 
battery  was  ordered  to  choose,  build,  and  ammunition 
three  reinforcing  positions  for  batteries  which  would  come 
up  at  the  last  minute. 

Therefore,  while  the  gunners  worked  hard  constructing 
positions,  the  drivers  were  no  less  busy  hauling  up  the 
many  thousands  of  rounds  necessary  to  ammunition 
them. 

This  task  completed,  the  next  thing  to  do  was  to  choose 
and  build  a  position  for  our  own  battery. 

This  position  was  chosen  in  La  Targette,  and  occupied 
on  March  11th.  Being  close  to  the  front  line,  and  not 
possessing  many  advantages  of  cover,  this  and  surround- 
ing positions  were  to  remain  silent  until  zero  day. 
Gradually,  however,  the  battery  began  to  take  part  in 
the  bombardment  of  the  Ridge,  and  for  some  days  before 
April  9th  was  firing  more  than  1,000  rounds  per  day  from 
its  "  SILENT  >'  position. 

Shortly  before  "  the  show  "  the  battery  became  a  six- 
gun  unit  by  the  addition  of  a  section  of  the  83rd  Howitzer 
Battery,  just  out  from  England. 

The  memorable  day  of  April  9th  was  a  busy  one  for 
the  23rd  Battery.  The  guns  fired  continually  in  the 
barrage,  on  the  completion  of  which,  target  after  target 
of  opportunity  was  dealt  with.  Batteries  pulling  out  of 
action,  reinforcements  coming  up,  transports,  and  other 
targets  were  engaged  with  unflagging  zeal  on  the  part  of 
the  gunners,  until  our  infantry  had  reached  the  point 
where  we  could  no  longer  fire  over  their  heads. 

After  a  terrific  struggle,  in  which  guns  and  horses 
threatened  to  disappear  in  a  sea  of  mud.  created  by  the 
terrific  bombardment  to  which  the  Ridge  had  been 
subjected,  Thelus  was  reached  on  April  11th,  where  all 
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guns  were  put  into  action  only  to  find  that  the  Bosche 
had  retired  across  the  plains  to  the  Mericourt  line. 

While  awaiting  developments  in  this  position  a  party 
of  gunners  manned  two  captured  German  5.9-in.  howit- 
zers in  Farbus,  and  proceeded  to  give  the  Hun  a  hot  time 
in  Mericourt  and  Acheville. 

The  crowning  achievement  of  the  crew  was  the  bringing 
down  of  the  Mericourt  Church  spire  by  a  direct  hit  on  the 
third  and  last  day  in  the  life  of  this  section,  for  the 
Bosche  promptly  put  both  tha  Hows,  out  of  action  in  a 
shoot  with  direct  observation,  wounding  two  of  the 
detachment.  The  remainder  of  the  crew,  headed  by 
Sgt.  Crouch,  displayed  great  gallantry  in  getting  the 
wounded  men  safely  away  from  the  position  under  heavy 
fire. 

VIMY  FLATS. 

The  advance  was  to  continue,  so  a  position  was  chosen 
and  built  on  the  Vimy  Flats. 

This  position  was  only  occupied  two  nights  prior  to  the 
next  attack,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  cover  from  both 
overhead  and  ground  observation. 

The  battery  fired  in  the  attack  on  May  3rd,  and  on 
subsequent  days  when  the  Bosche  made  heavy  counter 
attacks. 

No  one  will  forget  the  heavy  shelling  sustained  in  this 
position,  especially  with  gas  shell,  and  casualties  occurred 
both  then  and  during  the  building  and  ammunitioning 
of  this  position. 

A  move  to  Willerval  was  made  for  a  short  period  only, 
after  which  the  battery  pulled  back  to  a  position  on  the 
Ridge  near  Thelus,  as  it  apparently  had  been  decided 
not  to  attack  further  on  this  front 

From  the  Ridge  the  battery  made  a  flying  visit  to  the 
Red  Mill,  near  Lievin,  where  a  position  was  hastily  con- 
structed and  ammunitioned  for  a  big  raid  on  La 
Coulotte. 

The  raid  having  come  off  successfully  on  June  7th  the 
battery  returned  to  the  old  position  on  Vimy  Ridge, 
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where  a  quiet  time  was  experienced  except  for  one  heavy 
shoot  on  the  position  by  a  5.9-in.  How.,  during  which 
Cpl.  Downs  was  wounded  and  George  Barclay  killed. 

The  battery  then  returned  to  the  position  previously 
constructed  at  the  Red  Mill,  and  participated  in  the  show 
for  the  taking  and  holding  of  La  Cbulotte,  which  was 
successfully  accomplished. 


HILL  70. 

The  dominating  ground  north-west  of  Lens,  known  as 
Hill  70,  must  be  taken.  Therefore,  in  preparation  for 
this,  the  battery  moved  to  Cite  des  Bureaux,  a  strong 
and  comfortable  position,  where  the  guns  were  placed 
in  cellars  and  fired  through  holes  knocked  in  the  walls. 

Hill  70  being  taken  August  15th,  and  many  Huns 
rendered  "kaput"  in  the  Cinnibar  Trench  show,  the 
battery  pulled  out  of  action  to  the  wagon-lines,  which 
were  in  Aix  Noulette. 

Positions  were  started  in  La  Coulotte  for  the  taking 
of  Sallaumines  Hill  as  well  as  a  position  near  the  Double 
Culvert  to  be  occupied  by  the  23rd  Battery. 

Wagon-lines  were  moved  to  Fort  George  on  September 
16th,  and  from  here  the  battery  went  into  action  in  the 
Brickfields,  an  old  German  gun-position  with  good  dug- 
outs, on  Vimy  Flats. 


PASSCHENDAELE. 

Meanwhile,  on  the  northern  front  the  gigantic  battle, 
which  culminated  in  the  taking  of  Passchendaele,  was 
raging.  So  what  more  natural  than  for  the  Canadians 
to  participate  therein  ! 

So  away  we  went,  more  curious  than  anything  else  to 
find  out  how  this  battle  would  compare  with  that  of  the 
Somme. 

The  Somme  was  no  health  resort,  but  Passchendaele — 
words  fail  to  describe. 
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Proceeding  to  Zonnebeke  on  the  morning  of  October 
29th,  where  the  battery  had  orders  to  "relieve  99  a 
howitzer  battery  already  in  action  there,  the  first  detach- 
ments did  not  know  how  lucky  they  were  to  be  shelled 
only  once  on  the  road  up. 

Reaching  Zonnebeke  the  party  started  to  look  for  the 
battery  we  were  to  relieve,  while  the  Bosche  commenced 
to  shell  with  8-in.  the  ground  on  which  the  village  had 
once  stood. 

Careful  search  finally  disclosed  four  Hows,  buried  deep 
in  bricks  and  mud,  so  it  was  concluded  that  this  was 
the  battery  we  were  to  relieve,  and  it  turned  out  to  be 
correct,  although  not  a  soul  was  in  sight  to  take  over 
from. 

Obviously  a  new  position  should  be  chosen,  and  this 
Major  Paterson  at  once  proceeded  to  do — not  an  easy 
task. 

A  site  having  finally  been  decided  on  the  gunners 
started  to  prepare  platforms  and  move  ammunition,  and 
early  the  next  morning  gun-teams  moved  to  the  new 
position  the  only  two  Hows,  which  looked  as  if  they 
might  be  fired  (emphasis  on  the  "  might  "). 

This  position  was  occupied  throughout  the  month's 
stay  at  Passchendaele. 

The  terrific  concentrated  shoots  to  which  the  forward 
area  was  subjected,  the  continuous  road  barrages  through 
which  the  drivers  had  to  pass  on  their  trip  with  ammuni- 
tion, and  the  constant  harrassing  of  the  wagon-line  areas 
with  bombs  and  long-range  guns,  are  matters  of  history 
into  the  details  of  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  here. 

All  ranks  behaved  in  a  magnificent  manner,  and  many 
a  driver,  after  having  had  his  pack  animal  killed  beside 
him,  acquired  a  stray  horse  or  mule — whose  driver  had 
probably  been  killed  or  wounded — and  brought  it  through 
to  the  battery  with  not  one,  but  two  or  three  successive 
loads  of  ammunition. 

Regrettable  are  the  casualties  which  the  battery  of 
necessity  sustained,  and  which  included  the  names  of  : —

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CHAPTER  II. 

By  Lieut.  R.  S.  GILLESPIE  (M.C.). 

THE  BRICK-PILE. 

La  Targette  looked  pretty  fine  after  the  scene  of  our 
recent  battles,  and  to  find  that  our  guns  were  to  go  into 
an  old  position  at  the  Brick-pile,  where  we  had  good 
dug-outs  and  comfortable  pits,  was  more  welcome  still. 

With* winter  coming  on  such  considerations  appealed 
doubly  strong,  so  for  three  weeks  after  we  landed  there 
on  December  1st,  we  lived  comfortable,  even  luxurious 
lives. 

The  one  drawback,  as  all  the  signallers  will  tell  you, 
was  the  O.P.,  which  was  a  cold,  cheerless,  miserable  spot 
in  Brunswick  Trench — poor  as  an  O.P.,  and  still  poorer 
as  a  place  for  a  picnic. 


AMES. 

At  the  end  of  three  weeks  we  started  North  for  our 
Christmas  Dinner.  We  arrived  too  late  to  arrange  for  it 
on  Christmas  Day,  but  set  about  to  get  it  ready  for  the 
29th.  Six  days  gave  ample  time,  so  it  came  off,  and 
46  a  good  time  was  had  99  by  all,  despite  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  Left  Section  were  not  able  to  be  present, 
having  been  ordered  to  Pernes  as  an  Instructional  Section 
for  the  artillery  school  there. 

Here,  at  Ames,  the  battery  spent  another  three  weeks, 
officially  training  in  gun-drill,  machine  guns,  and  so  forth, 
preparatory  to  possible  open  warfare  at  a  future  date,  but 
actually,  as  has  usually  been  the  case,  cleaning  steel  and 
leather,  for  inspections  ordered. 

On  January  18th,  a  couple  of  days  after  having  turned 
out  in  the  rain  for  an  inspection — which  was  cancelled 
after  we  had  got  half  a  mile  down  the  road — we  moved 
to  Olhain  en  route  to  our  old  wagon-lines  at  La  Targette, 
where  we  arrived  the  next  day. 
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CHAUDIERE. 

The  guns  were  put  into  action  behind  La  Chaudiere 
Wood  in  a  position  very  much  the  worse  for  wear.  How- 
ever, the  diligence  and  industry — the  23rd's  second  name 
— soon  put  that  to  rights,  and  we  lived  a  very  comfortable 
time.  It  was  here  that  Major  Paterson  rejoined  us  after 
having  spent  six  weeks  in  England  on  a  senior  officers' 
course. 

Little  occurred  at  this  place,  the  main  object  of  mirth 
b>eing  the  sights  that  various  officers  and  signallers  made 
as  they  "  gracefully  "  dived  "  down  below  "  at  the  O.P. 
when  Heine  decided  suddenly  that  that  mound,  with  all 
the  concrete  and  reinforcing  irons  on  the  railway  to  the 
right  of  Avion,  was  an  object  of  hatred. 

HAILLICOURT. 

Who  said  reserve  positions?  Canadian  corps — and 
they  had  the  final  say,  too.  With  the  result  that  when 
the  battery  moved  to  Haillicourt  on  February  20th,  fifty 
gunners  and  two  officers  were  left  at  Souchez  to  build 
them. 

For  over  two  weeks  this  gang  of  men  tore  down  build- 
ings in  Angres  and  vicinity,  and  converted  them  into  gun- 
pits,  to  be  used — never,  as  it  turned  out. 

Nevertheless,  these  two  weeks  were  pleasant  as 
pleasantness  goes  at  this  game. 

The  battery  at  Haillicourt,  in  the  meantime,  was  busy 
all  the  time — stables  and  steel  in  the  daytime  and  the 
esfcaminets  at  night. 

LIEVIN. 

On  March  14th  a  move  was  made  to  Sains-en-Gohelle, 
where  we  took  over  the  best  wagon-lines  of  our  history, 
and  to  Lievin,  where  we  took  over  a  similarly  prepared 
gun  position.

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In  this  place  orders  were  given  to  each  gun  by  speaking 
tubes,  and  information  from  O.P.  was  obtained  in  a 
similar  fashion. 

It  was  while  in  this  position  that  the  greatest  gas- 
shoot  of  the  Canadian  Corps,  or,  indeed,  of  the  Western 
Front,  was  carried  out. 

Five  thousand  cylinders  of  gas  were  projected  into  Lens 
and  vicinity.  The  battery  fired  in  an  accompanying 
H.E.  barrage. 

But  we  only  enjoyed  this  position  for  ten  days,  because 
Heine  started  his  great  offensive. 

THE  MARCH  DRIVE. 

The  good  old  Second  Division  was  hastily  shot  South 
to  fill  the  gap.  So  the  24th  saw  the  battery  started  on  the 
march  to  Ecurie,  but  found  themselves  in  good  billets  at 
Frevent  Capelle  that  night  instead. 

We  were  given  two  days  here,  which  had  to  be  used  in 
deciding  what  we  could  do  without,  and  in  commencing 
to  do  same  when  we  moved  South  to  Basseux  on  the 
night  of  March  26th. 

The  three  days  we  spent  at  this  latter  place  will  live 
for  a  long  time  in  the  minds  of  those  who  were  present. 
To  begin  with,  we  had  practically  no  billets,  and  the 
horses  were  out  in  the  open — a  thing  they  were  to 
experience  from  there  until  the  cooler  weather  of  October* 
"  Stand  to's  99  were  sounded  at  many  and  various  hours, 
until  the  bugles  disturbed  the  sleep  of  the  other  in* 
habitants,  and  we  had  to  stand  to  "  without  being  first 
put  into  that  good  humour  by  that  funny  little  combina- 
tion of  notes  which  the  trumpeter  is  so  fond  of  blowing. 

The  climax  was  reached  when  the  guns  were  solemnly 
rolled  into  position  about  a  hundred  yards  from  the 
horses,  and  aiming-posts  planted. 

But  the  much  looked  for  Square  Head  did  not  appear 
on  the  sky-line  in  front,  and  we  moved  up  into  action 
along  the  railroad  track  in  front  of  Agny  on  the  night  of 
March  31st,  and  established  wagon-lines  at  La  Fermont 
the  same  night. 
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In  the  succeeding  few  days  we  all  watched  our  maps 
with  anxious  eyes  as  report  after  report  of  Hun  successes 
to  the  South  came  in.  Finally  the  line  settled  down  and 
we  were  kept  "  on  our  toes  "  for  some  weeks  by  a  repeti- 
tion of  such  messages  as  "  Hun  is  expected  to  attack  on 
this  front  to-morrow  morning.  Take  all  necessary  pre- 
cautions." 

It  was  while  the  battery  was  in  this  position  that  the 
Second  Division  made  its  numerous  raids  into  Neuville 
Vitasse.  In  these  the  battery  invariably  fired  over  its 
quota  of  "  iron  rations  "  and  gas. 

It  was  also  here  where  we  had  three  very  regrettable 
losses.  A  couple  of  days  after  going  in  a  stray  shell  came 
over  and  almost  instantly  killed  Bert  Cornell.  Lieut. 
Geernaert  was  also  instantly  killed  at  the  O.P.  one  night, 
and  a  premature  singled  out  Gnr.  Clayton  and  killed  him. 

Many  things  occurred  during  our  three  months  sojourn 
here,  but  to  speak  of  Agny,  and  to  mention  8in.  armour- 
piercing  shells,  building  gun-pits,  baseball,  soccer,  and 
horseback  wrestling,  will  cause  the  reader's  mind  to  travel 
back  and  live  those  days  over  again. 


BERLENCOURT. 

On  Dominion  Day  we  marched  out  to  Berlencourt,  to 
begin  what  we  hoped  would  be  a  three  months'  rest. 
Here  we  began  in  earnest  what  is  officially  known  as 
intensive  training.  But  everyone  worked  hard  and 
laughed  at  the  mistakes  of  others,  and  the  sight  of 
bombardiers  endeavouring  to  disentangle  their  bewildered 
and  mystified  sections  on  mounted  drill  with  signals  and 
commands  never  before  or  since  seen  or  heard,  while  the 
section  commander  frowned  his  blackest — was  one 
occasionally  seen  and  always  enjoyed. 

But  we  shall  remember  Berlencourt  more  by  the  good 
old  swimming  hole  than  by  the  training  we  did  there. 
That  was  a  real  treat,  and  we  all  appreciated  it. 

We  also  played  volleyball,  horseback  wrestling,  and 
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tug-of-war,  and  the  sight  of  the  O.C.  and  his  com- 
missioned subordinates  being  used  as  the  cleaners  up  of 
the  gun-park,  with  the  sergeants  on  the  other  end  of  the 
rope,  is  one  to  remembered  by  all. 

However,  our  rest  was  disturbed  by  a  short  outing  to 
Gouves  on  July  15th,  and  one  to  Berles  a  few  days  later f 
and  still  later  by  return  to  Berlencourt,  where  we  con- 
tinued our  training. 
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CHAPTER  III. 
OPEN  WARFARE. 

This  brings  us  to  the  end  of  the  old  style  of  warfare . 

Instead  of  "  holding  the  line  99  we  created  new  lines > 
and  instead  of  holding  them  we  still  went  on.  Gun-pits 
were  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  the  old  question  as  to 

whether  a   pit  could  be  made  5.9-in.  proof  went  out  of 

date. 

Men  having  their  horses  killed  or  wounded  continued 
their  work,  having  salved  a  stray  Hun  or  a  British 
horse,  instead  of  going  back  to  the  wagon-lines  for  a 
remount. 

Souvenirs  were  the  order  of  the  day,  and  if  some  poor 
Heine  prisoner  did  manage  to  get  back  to  the  cage 
without  being  searched  it  showed  inefficiency  on  the  part 
of  our  headquarters  party — a  quality  practically  unknown 
throughout  the  battery. 

From  this  date  on  calibrated  guns  were  brought  into 
action  at  night,  lines  of  fire  laid  out  by  director  or  even 
compass,  and  a  barrage  fired  in  the  morning,  thus  doing 
away  with  the  old  system  by  which  each  gun  was  first 
registered  in  daylight,  a  system  cumbersome  and 
impossible  of  secrecy.  Guns  were  plentiful,  and  at  times 
one  group  fired  a  barrage  until  out  of  range,  where  the 
job  was  picked  up  by  another  group  which  had  moved 
forward  in  the  meantime.  Hitherto,  we  had  always  gone 
to  our  rear  country  to  see  civilians — in  the  new  warfare 
we  were  to  grow  accustomed  to  see  "  civies  "  streaming 
back  from  the  forward  area  into  their  homes  whence  they 
bad  been  driven  a  few  days  before  by  the  sound  of 
cannonading,  and  which  in  many,  many  cases  they  found 
destroyed  and  looted. 

But  we  did  not  know  this  when  on  the  night  of  July 
30th  we  headed  South,  despite  previous  current  rumour 
to  the  effect  that  we  were  to  go  North  and  meet  an 
expected  attack  which  the  enemy  was  thinking  of 
perpetrating. 


i 
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"  KEEP  YOUR  MOUTH  SHUT." 

A  night's  travel  brought  us  to  Orville,  and  a  second 
to  Argoeuvres,  where  we  stayed  two  days,  continuing 
our  journey  to  the  Longueau  Wood  and  passing  through 
the  great,  silent,  deserted  city  of  Amiens  on  August  3rd 
at  about  midnight. 

For  a  couple  of  days  we  basked  in  the  shade  of  the 
trees,  hiding  ourselves  in  daylight  and  hauling  ammuni- 
tion at  night. 

Finally  we  went  into  action  in  a  wood  back  of  Villers 
Brettoneux.  It  had  "  begun  to  look  as  if  there  was  to 
be  an  offensive  on  that  front,"  but  such  thoughts  were 
never  put  into  words.  We  had  the  orders  "  keep  your 
mouth  shut  "  and  we  did  so. 

AMIENS. 

Finally,  at  about  2  a.m.  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  the 
guns  were  pulled  out  of  action  and  the  firing  battery  was 
assembled  just  back  of  Cachy  in  an  open  field.  From 
that  time  until  zero  hour  was  an  age.  It  was  cold  and 
miserable  as  it  always  is  on  such  occasions,  and  the 
nervous  tension  increased  as  the  minutes  grew  fewer  and 
fewer  between  then  and  zero.  Somebody  always  kept  us 
posted,  as  we  could  hear  :  iik  Ten  minutes  to  go  99 ;  66  Six 
minutes  to  go  " ;  66  Two  minutes  to  go  99 ;  "  One  minute 
to  go  99 ;  "  Thirty  seconds  to  go  99 ;  then  two  18-pdrs. 
barked,  and  a  second  later  hell  broke  loose. 

Immediately  "Get  mounted  the  Centre  Section — walk 
march,"  and  our  part  was  begun  at  last.  The  other  two 
sections  started  thirty-five  minutes  later,  and  an  hour 
later  we  had  guns  in  action  far  beyond  what  had  been 
the  German  front  line. 

In  the  early  mist  of  the  morning  nothing  could  be  seen, 
but  possibly  that  was  to  our  advantage,  because  it  also 
prevented  the  enemy's  gunners  from  seeing  us  as  we 
pressed  forward. 

Night  saw  us  well  up  in  front  of  Guillaucourt,  and  the 
Bosche  seemed  to  be  still  going.  We  had  been  lucky, 
considering  the  number  of  men  and  horses  exposed,  but 
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our  luck  was  not  absolute,  and  Joe  Gallagher  and  Johnnie 
Walker,  who  was  acting  as  our  runner  to  brigade  at  the 
time,  both  were  called  on  to  pay  the  price.  Two  others 
were  wounded — Lieut.  McPherson  and  Sig.  Wells. 

It  was  not  until  the  next  morning  that  we  ran  into 
real  bad  luck.  We  were  on  the  road  early,  the  Major 
and  a  party  were  riding  a  few  hundred  yards  in  front, 
when  they  ran  into  machine  gun  fire  from  the  right.  In 
endeavouring  to  make  a  retreat  from  this — becoming  his 
rank— the  Major  lost  his  steel  hat,  and  while  his  groom 
dismounted  and  got  it  for  him  several  shrapnel  shells 
burst  above  the  road  above  the  battery. 

It  did  not  take  long  for  the  battery  to  become  very 
mobile,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  trails  of  the  guns  had 
been  dropped  and  the  horses  were  away  to  the  rear. 

In  bringing  up  some  ammunition  later,  however,  we  did 
not  get  away  so  lucky  as  Heine  got  a  line  on  a  couple  of 
wagons  and  put  the  whole  out  of  action.  Soon  after 
another  shell  exploded  in  front  of  a  gun  and  wounded 
nearly  all  the  gun  crew.  However,  by  night  the  battery 
again  moved  forward  and  took  up  a  position  in  front  of 
Rosieres. 

Next  morning  was  unlucky.  A  bomb  from  an  aero- 
plane landed  among  the  horses  at  our  forward  wagon- 
lines  and  killed  Sgt.  Bradley,  or  "  Tom"  as  he  was  called, 
Bdr.  Kirtland,  and  Drivers  Johnston,  Burke,  Greenough, 
and  S/S  Orton,  as  well  as  wounding  several  others  and 
killing  some  horses. 

While  the  remaining  horses  and  men  were  being  re- 
arranged and  the  wounded  looked  after,  the  battery  was 
being  heavily  shelled. 

In  putting  out  the  fire  started  by  a  direct  hit  on  an 
ammunition  wagon  Major  Paterson  got  a  bar  to  his 
D.S.O.,  and  Frank  Gold  a  Military  Medal. 

That  morning  the  battery  went  back  into  reserve  at 
Rosieres  for  two  days  and  then  returned  to  the  scrap  at 
Meharicourt.  Two  days  were  spent  here,  and  then  the 
battery  moved  to  Cayeau  Woods. 

This  finished  the  Amiens  "  show,"  and  on  the  19th  we 
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started  North,  under  cover  of  darkness  as  before,  stopping; 
the  daylight  hours  in  succession  at  Bavincourt,  Hem,  and 
Berlencourt,  and  finally  stopping  at  Simencourt. 

ARRAS. 

The  preparations  for  the  great  Arras  offensive  were 
completed  on  the  early  morning  of  August  26th,  and  the 
battery  fired  its  barrage  from  Beaurains.  In  the  early 
part  of  the  day  all  the  dominating  ground  ahead  had  been, 
taken,  and  the  battery  moved  forward  soon  after  the 
barrage  had  been  completed  to  an  old  British  gun  position, 
ahead  of  Neuville  Vitasse. 

Here  we  found  that  the  Hun  had  left  us  a  good  supply 
of  serviceable  ammunition,  some  of  which  was  used,  thus 
allowing  our  horses  to  rest  that  much. 

We  were  on  the  go  the  next  day,  however,  and  pulled 
into  action  back  of  Cherisy  about  4  p.m. ;  "  a  good  time 
was  had  33  that  evening  knocking  out  Hun  transport  as- 
it  was  endeavouring  to  retreat  from  Hendecourt,  which 
could  be  seen  in  the  distance.  Two  or  three  direct  hits 
were  obtained. 

For  four  days  we  remained  in  that  position,  taking  part 
in  minor  operations  preparatory  to  the  big  attack  of  the 
2nd.  A  good  few  of  the  gunners  will  remember  how  we 
covered  that  hill  called  "The  Crow's  Nest"  with  smoke 
on  one  of  these  mornings.  The  afternoon  of  the  1st  was 
spent  in  hauling  our  guns  into  position  in  the  valley  in 
front  of  Cherisy — almost  in  view  of  the  Bosche.  It  was 
at  this  time  that  battery  commanders  practically  fought 
for  room  for  their  batteries — so  many  guns  were  there  on 
that  front.  A  60-pdr.  was  sitting  almost  directly  behind 
our  No.  1  gun. 

Next  morning  the  big  attack  on  the  Drocourt-Queant 
switch  commenced,  and  soon  prisoners  were  coming  in  by 
battalions.  Nobody  knows  as  yet  just  how  many  got  by 
Grinton  and  Huddleston  without  being  searched.  It  was 
here  that  we  lost  one  of  the  best  we  ever  had — Phil 
Gregory,  ki]]ed  by  a  shell  as  he  was  sitting  at  one  of 
the  guns. 
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The  battery  was  forward  early  as  usual,  and  at  night 
was  up  in  the  Sunken  Road  back  of  Cagnicourt,  and  the 
wagon-lines  over  the  ridge  back  of  Upton  Wood.  The 
Bosche  got  back  as  far  as  the  Canal  du  Nord  the  next 
day,  so  the  battery  found  itself  up  in  Buissy  with  one  gun 
firing  some  distance  behind  the  Hun  line  with  first  charge, 
a  thing  that  possibly  few  howitzer  batteries  can  be  said 
to  have  ever  done.  But  we  had  some  very  bad  luck  here. 
Early  the  next  morning  the  wagon-lines  were  bombed,, 
and  Capt.  Tingley  was  so  badly  wounded  that  he  died  a 
few  days  later,  and  Wheeler  Norman  was  instantly  killed. 

Several  others  were  wounded  and  some  horses  killed. 
The  B.S.M.  being  senior  took  charge  until  another  officer 
came  from  up  forward. 

But  our  bad  luck  did  not  stop  there.  The  enemy  gave 
the  battery  such  a  drenching  of  gas  on  the  night  of 
September  6th  that  when  the  guns  were  pulled  back  to 
the  wagon-lines  the  next  night  and  the  casualties  counted 
it  was  found  that  only  two  men  had  come  through  it 
ungassed. 

Several  of  the  men  from  the  detached  gun  crew  were 
also  gassed,  while  they  wTere  collecting  kits,  equipment, 
and  evacuating  the  gassed. 

It  was  necessary  to  get  the  ambulances  to  go  right  up 
to  the  battery  position,  as  there  were  insufficient  men  left 
to  carry  out  the  sick.  Approximately  forty-four,  in- 
cluding the  Major  and  three  other  officers,  went  down  the 
line  at  this  time,  and  so  severe  were  the  cases  that  the 
following  deaths  were  reported  to  a  sorrowing  battery 
within  the  next  two  weeks  : —

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— The  last  two  mentioned  being  wireless  operators  at- 
tached to  our  battery  from  the  R.A.F.  at  that  time. 

The  wagon  lines  were  moved  on  the  day  of  this  disaster 
to  Bendecourt,  and  we  spent  ten  days  in  reorganising, 
training  and  absorbing  reinforcements. 

Major  Riley  reported  on  the  16th  and  took  over  from 
Lieut.  Gillespie,  who  had  been  acting  as  O.C.,  and  on  the 
17th  took  into  action  practically  a  new  battery — the  O.C., 
most  of  the  officers,  signallers  and  gunners  being  new 
to  the  battery,  and  even  the  N.C.O.'s  had  been  pro- 
moted rapidly,  and  in  nearly  every  case  were  new  to  the 
rank  they  then  held. 

But  the  battery  still  had  its  old  spirit,  as  was  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  in  preparation  for  the  next  advance, 
the  battery,  in  three  nights,  hauled  4,200  rounds  of 
ammunition  into  the  forward  area  and  packed  3,750 
rounds  of  this  to  a  place  not  more  than  eight  hundred 
yards  from  the  front  line,  where  the  guns  were  taken  on 
the  night  of  September  26th-27th. 

CANAL  DU  NORD. 

The  next  day  was  an  eventful  one.  A  barrage  was 
fired  in  the  morning  and  the  battery  moved  forward 
about  noon.  However,  communications  fell  down  that 
day.  The  guide  at  Quarry  Wood  failed  to  show  up, 
but  some  whizz-bangs  didn't,  so  we  had  a  lively  time 
getting  away  as  best  we  could  while  we  watched  direct 
hits  on  teams  of  other  batteries  close  by. 

About  seven  o'clock — no  guide,  no  news,  no  orders 
having  been  received — it  was  decided  to  go  into  action 
at  some  place  considered  suitable  and  to  get  the  teams 
away  out  of  danger.  So,  just  at  dark,  the  trails  were 
dropped  and  search  parties  sent  out  to  locate  somebody 
with  "  dope."  "  Group  "  told  us  to  move  into  another 
sector,  so  about  3  a.m.  this  was  completed,  and  again 
search  parties  were  sent  out.  At  about  5.15  a.m.  brigade 
H.Q.  was  found  as  well  as  the  O.C.,  and  the  battery  was 
again  ordered  forward  to  take  up  a  barrage  when  those 
batteries    firing,  at  first,  were  out  of  range. 
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The  position  selected  was  left  of  Bourlon,  and  the 
wagon  lines  were  brought  up  to  the  edge  of  the  Canal 
du  Nord.  While  the  guns  were  at  this  position,  Ser- 
geant Frank  Gold  was  killed — our  only  death  and  prac- 
tically our  only  casualty  since  the  disaster.  On  the  last 
day  of  September  the  guns  went  forward  to  the  sunken 
road  north  of  Sailly,  where  a  miserable  night  was  spent 
with  no  protection  from  the  rain,  which  seemed  to  get 
into  every  hole  that  one  could  squeeze  oneself  into. 

The  wagon  lines  moved  the  same  day  to  Bourlon,  and 
everyone  seemed  content  with  their  underground 
"  bivies,"  especially  when  old  Fritz  came  around  with 
his  "  where's  your  bivie,"  "  where's  your  bivie  "  song 
at  night.  Next  day  the  guns  moved  to  Contimpre;  where 
everyone  found  what,  in  those  days,  was  a  real  "  home.'^ 
It  was  one  of  the  next  few  days  that  Sergt.  Hamm  was 
wounded  after  doing  some  work  at  the  forward  wagon 
lines,  for  which  he  received  his  M.M. 

CAMBRAI. 

The  battery's  part  in  the  famous  night  attack  which 
resulted  in  the  capture  of  Cambrai  was  the  firing  of 
sudden  crashes  "  on  various  parts  of  enemy  territory. 
The  Second  Division  was  here  successful  in  one  of  its 
most  daring  feats — the  carrying  out  of  a  night  attack  on 
a  large  scale,  and  to  a  great  depth.  A  move  by  all  arms 
that  day  found  the  gunners  at  Ramillies  and  the  drivers 
at  Sailly. 

A  couple  of  smaller  barrages  were  fired  during  the  next 
thirty-six  hours,  but  the  enemy  was  "  up  there  "  with 
lots  of  machine  guns,  and  it  was  not  till  about  eleven 
o'clock  on  the  11th  that  a  further  move  was  made— this 
time  up  to  Thun-St. -Martin.  Here  our  field  of  fire  was 
gradually  veering  around,  and  our  guns  were  pointed 
almost  due  North,  instead  of  East  as  was  usually  the 
case.  Late  that  night  news  came  that  we  were  being 
relieved,  but  the  billets  found  at  the  gun  position  proved 
too  strong  a  temptation  and  we  stayed  in  action  all 
night  and  came  out  in  the  early  morning,  only  to  get 
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back  to  the  forward  wagon  lines,  then  at  Ramillies,  to 
find  orders  to  go  in  again  and  fire  another  barrage  at 
twelve  o'clock. 

IWUY. 

The  guns  arrived  at  the  new  position  at  the  old  enemy 
dump  back  of  Iwuy  in  lots  of  time,  but  six  ammunition 
wagons  that  went  up  a  short  way,  did  not  manage  to 
get  there  till  a  few  minutes  before  twelve,  having  had  to 
pull  horses,  wagons,  almost  some  of  the  men,  ouc  of  the 
mud  on  the  said  short  way  across  country.  (Ask  General 
Grant,  he  was  there.)  However,  the  guns  fired  the  bar- 
rage and,  by  the  time  it  was  finished,  we  had  enough 
ammunition  on  hand  for  S.O.S.  purposes.  That  night 
was  one  which  both  organisations  of  the  battery  will 
remember.  The  guns  were  taken  forward  to  Riot  de 
Calugny — a  ditch  by  a  railway  culvert  just  back  of 
Hoidain.  All  night  we  lay  in  our  funkholes  and  listened 
to  the  rain  and  the  shells,  both  trying  to  get  at  us. 
Fortunately  only  the  former  succeeded.  The  wagon  lines 
were  moved  to  the  old  gun  position  after  dark 
and  Heine  lobbed  over  a  lucky  shell  which  landed  under- 
neath the  water  cart,  which  was  riddled,  as  well  as 
nearly  all  of  the  petrol  tins  then  on  hand,  which  we  were 
accustomed  to  use  for  sending  water  up  to  the  guns, 
and  the  return  of  which  by  the  ration  wagon  at  nights 
had  from  time  immemorial  been  a  bone  of  contention 
between  the  Quarter-bloke  and  the  Sergeant-Ma jor  at 
the  guns.  But  that  was  not  all.  Driver  Kemp  was 
killed,  several  others  wounded,  and  several  horses  went 
to  their  "  happy  hunting  ground."  Next  morning  the 
men  at  the  guns  watched  the  infantry  of  the  division  on 
our  right  attack  over  the  ridge  about  six  hundred  yards 
in  front.  Owing  to  this  attack  not  being  successful, 
the  guns  were  later  in  'the  day  pulled  back  to  the 
Chateau  in  Iwuy,  where  the  next  five  days  were  spent, 
and  where  we  had  a  "  home,"  even  though  it  is  not 
customary  in  most  homes  to  wear  gas  masks  for  a  part 
of  every  day.    The  wagon  lines,  in  the  meantime,  had

moved  to  Thun  St.  Martin,  where  they  remained  until 
the  morning  of  the  19th,  on  which  date  they  were  moved 
to  Hordain  and  consolidated  with  the  guns  taken  there 
the  night  before. 

A  WEEK'S  REST. 
That  trip  to  Hordain  was  eventful  in  that  on  it  we  saw 
♦civilians  for  the  first  time  for  months,  and,  most  of  us 
will  never  forget  that  long  procession  of  men,  women 
and  children,  carrying  or  wheeling  what  little  personal 
belongings  they  could,  back  to  what  had  once  been  home. 
We  all  know  what  a  disappointment  they  invariably 
met. 

For  three  days  we  stayed  here  on  rest,  another 
division  having  worked  across  our  front  and  left  us  with- 
out any  portion  of  the  Western  Front  to  hold. 

Then  we  moved  to  Wavrechain-au-Bac  for  a  week's 
rest,  which  men  and  horses  alike  appreciated,  a  team  of 
the  latter  feeling  so  elated  over  the  absence  of  shell  fire 
that  they  adopted  the  later  Hun  practice  of  rolling  a 
gun  over  a  bank,  but  forgot  that  it  is  not  good  form  to 
roll  over  with  it. 

VALENCIENNES. 

However,  the  rest  came  to  an  end  and  the  28th  saw  us 
up  by  La  Pyramide-le-Denain  with  an  occasional  "  toute 
suite  "  shell  landing  a  little  too  close  for  comfort.  Three 
days  later  the  guns  fired  in  the  final  great  barrage  of 
the  Canadian  Corps  from  Maing. 

That  day  Valenciennes  was  taken  and  the  battery 
moved  to  the  old  foundry  at  St.  Leger.  Two  days  later 
the  wagon  lines  moved  up  from  Maing  and  consolidated 
with  the  guns,  where  for  three  days  we  enjoyed  another 
set  of  fine  billets. 

It  was  on  the  move  to  this  place  that  the  "  old  man," 
as  he  was  called  by  many,  hurt  his  ankle,  and  we  were 
sorrowfully  forced  to  send  him  down  the  line. 

GOING  FAST. 
The  6th  saw  the  guns  in  action  up  at  Fosse  No.  1, 
south  of  Quivrechain,  and  the  wagon  lines  at  Rombies. 
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Next  day  the  guns  went  up  to  a  Fosse,  back  of  Elouges, 
and  arrived  there  to  the  tune  of  enemy  machine  gun 
bullets  66  rat-a-tatting  99  on  the  metal  of  the  pithead. 
The  wagon  lines  could  not  get  past  the  previous  gun 
position  owing  to  the  blown-up  cross-roads  and  bridges 
until  the  next  day,  when  they  were  moved  up  to  the 
guns,  and  the  latter  moved  to  Elouges. 

The  next  was  the  wildest  day  of  the  war.  We  started 
forward  about  10  a.m.,  and  instead  of  stopping  a  mile 
or  two  ahead,  as  had  usually  been  the  case,  we  found 
that  the  Hun  had  beat  it,  so  we  went  after  him. 

Night  found  us  with  wagon  lines  and  guns  at 
Frameries.  But  of  the  great  reception  given  us  by  the 
thousands  of  civilians  we  passed  there  is  no  need  to 
mention  here — flags,  shouts  of  welcome,  pretty  girls, 
kisses,  flowers,  chips,  beer,  in  fact,  everybody  went  wild. 
Even  Joe  Miller  is  said  to  have  kissed  a  girl  he  never 
met  before. 

MONS. 

Next  day  the  guns  were  taken  up  to  a  Fosse  at  Ciplyy 
and  orders  were  received  late  at  night  to  fire  a  "  crash 
in  the  early  morning  preparatory  to  a  further  advance. 
But  about  7.55  a.m.  the  message — "  Hostilities  cease  at 
eleven  hours  this  date — no  firing,"  prevented  us  from 
sending  over  a  final  love  tap  at  the  Hun. 

That  day  the  guns  moved  to  Havre,  and  the  wagon 
lines  were  established  at  an  old  chemical  factory  just 
outside  that  place.  Here  we  celebrated  in  a  manner 
much  quieter  than  we  ever  imagined  the  day  the  world 
had  anxiously  desired  for  four  long  years. 

THE  MARCH. 

Seven  days  we  spent  here  cleaning  up  and  reorganiz- 
ing, and  then  the  great  march  began ;  but  as  this  passed 
without  much  excitement  a  list  of  names  and  dates  will 
suffice  to  give  each  of  us  an  exact  index  of  our  moves.

At  12.30  on  December  13th  (Friday),  in  a  cold  drizzling 
rain,  we  crossed  the  Rhine  bridge  at  Bonn,  and  a  few 
minutes  later  arrived  at  our  final  destination  at  Limp- 
erich,  and  so  came  to  an  end  the  long  triumphless- 
triumphal  march  into  Germany,  where  the  last  few  weeks 
of  actual  active  service  were  spent. 

Now  our  great  task  is  done.  At  what  price  we  do 
not  yet  realise.  Of  our  bravest,  many  now  sleep  on 
European  soil;  many  more  will  bear  henceforth  on  their 
persons  the  marks  of  war;  still  more  will  remember  the 
war  as  the  donor  of  weakened  health  and  constitution. 
But  we  all — maimed,  weakened,  and  untouched  alike, 
unite  in  a  common  sorrow  as  well  as  a  common  pride  in 
those  who  sacrificed  their  all — but  not  in  vain. 

So  ends  our  history  as  a  battery,  and  there  is  not  one 
of  us  but  feels  that  he  is  mighty  lucky  to  "  be  still  going 
strong  99  with  the  "  best  battery  of  the  Corps."
